Alexander  M.  Haig  Jr.  left  Tuesday  on  an  11-day 
trip  to  seven  nations  to  bolster  global  determina¬ 
tion  in  resisting  possible  Soviet  aggression. 

Haig  will  attend  a  meeting  with  NATO’s  fore¬ 
ign  ministers  in  Brussels  on  Thursday  and  Fri¬ 
day.  An  assessment  of  progress  in  the  U.S.- 
Soviet  missile  talks  in  Geneva  is  a  prime  concern. 

After  the  NATO  meeting  and  a  Saturday 
meeting  with  officials  of  the  European  Common 
Market  in  Brussels,  Haig  will  travel  to  Israel,

(AP)  —  Major  college  football 
teams  passed  more  in  1981  than  any  other  year  — 
but  it  didn’t  help  them  get  into  the  end  zone  any 

The  average  college  football  game  produced  a 
combined  329.4  yards  passing  for  both  teams,,  shat¬ 
tering  the  old  record  of  315.4  set  in  1968,  according 
to  the  NCAA  Statistics  Service. 

National  scoring  was  41.042  points  a  game,  but 
that  was  down  slightly  from  1980’s  41. 048  points  a 

*  The  passing  eruption  —  a  25.7-yard  increase 
from  1980  also  helped  colleges  average  668.2  yards 
combined  total  offense  a  game,  breaking  the  old 
mark  of  662.9  set  in  1978. 

Offensive  efficiency  also  increased,  as  colleges 
completed  50.2  percent  of  their  passes  and  aver¬ 
aged  4.66  yards  per  play,  both  NCAA  records. 

Brigham  Young  led  the  country  in  both  passing, 
■  356.9  yards  a  game,  and  scoring,  38.7  points  a  con¬ 
test,  for  the  second  straight  year,  but,  lost  its  total- 
offense  crown  to  Arizona  State,  which  had  498.7 
yards  a  game.

Fresh  Aire  well-received

After  performing  two  concerts  before  capacity 
crowds  at  BYU  last  weekend,  Mannheim  Steamrol¬ 
ler  is  on  its  way  home. 

The  group,  whose  music  brought  “a  breath  of 
Fresh  Aire”  to  campus,  has  been  on  the  road  tour¬ 
ing  the  Western  United  States  for  the  last  five 
weeks.  Chip  Davis,  producer  of  the  Fresh  Aire 
project,  said  the  people  in  Utah,  and  particularly 
Utah  County,  are  their  biggest  fans.  “Maybe  the 
people’s  taste  here  is  a  little  more  defined,”  he  said. 

Carol  Davis,  co-producer  of  the  show,  said  the 
group  receives  eight  times  more  mail  from  this  area 
than  from  anywhere  else  in  the  country.  Concert- 
goers  turned  out  in  large  numbers  and  rose  to  their 
feet  several  times  during  the  BYU  performances. 

Four  of  the  five  members  of  the  group  were 
originally  classical  musicians,  and  have  had  a  wide
